on, a good tauern, the abuſes of the maſters and ſai- 
lers cotrected, Mifter Scriwiners voyage to Werowoco- 
moco,and the accidents that befell him, 

Nauſamund forced to pay their tribute, Appama- 
tucke diſcouered, Smiths tourney to Pamayucke, the 
diſcouery of the Chawwonokes, Smiths diſcourſe to 
Powhatan, his reply and flattery, and his diſcourſe of 
peace and warte, ho the Dutch men acquainted Po-
